Locally the therm om eter dropped 
to 20 degrees during the night, to 
set a record a* the coldest April 14 
rn 47 year*, as far back as the 
records go 
I/ookrd Like Blizzard 
Recalling the 64-degree tem pera­ 
ture of one year ago today, coun­ 
tian* derided it might a* well be 
winter and dug out topcoats and 
sweaters which they had put. away 
hopefully several week* ago in the 
mistaken belief that spring had ar­ 
rived on March 21 
But if any Gettysburg resident 
decided he was in the ice box of 
the nation, he was wrong. Arendts­ 
ville 
recorded 
a 
17-degree 
tem ­ 
perature this morning, and out at 
Grand Fork*, N 
D.. the weather­ 
man found the mercury registering 
a cool two below zero. 
Locally there were snow flurries 
Thur.'day night, starting about IO 
o'clock and by m idnight the snow 
was coming down so rapidly many 
feared an old fashioned spring bliz­ 
zard 
might develop. 
The threat, 
however, did not materialize 
Snow of course is an old stand-by 
in the spring in Adams county. Or* 
April 14, 1909. one and a tenth 
inches of snow was recorded 
On 


April 14 1913, a little over an inch 
of snow fell upon the county. But 
the tem perature on those dates was 
higher. The low for April 14. 1913. 
was 29 degrees and on the same cat# 
in 1909 the low was 30 degrees.
